The state council of defense recent- 


ly called upon the carpet the publish- 
ers of a courageously loyal little news- 
paper, struggling for existence in 
a 


community which has been a hotbed of 
pro Germanism, because it had criti- 
cized the governor in his official ca- 
pacity. More recently there has 
ap- 


peared in a Milwaukee afternoon news- 
paper, under a Madison date, a long 
dispatch to which the state council of 
defense could with 
manifestly 
more 


propriety give careful attention. 
This 


article, which is. signed, is likely to 
mislead many readers. 
Without ana- 


lyzing it, or knowing of its author's. 
official relationship 
to Gov. 'Philipp, 


they might accept what it says as the 
views of an unbiased newspaper corre- 
spondent. They would view it in 
a 


different light if they knew that its 
author was for some time Gov, Phil- 
ipp's private secretary, has been active 
in his political campaigns and is now 
the paid publicity agent of 'the state 
council of "defense," of which the gover- 
nor is ex-officio chairman. 


The state council of defense 
was 


created, and is spending state 
funds, 


to assist the national government 
in 


the conduct of the .war. What any of 
its employes or agents does in a pub- 
lic way necessarily involves the coun- 
cil itself. 
When an employe, as- in 


this case grinds political axes and as- 
perses the motives of patriotic 
men 


who do not happen to be supporters of 
Gov. 
Philipp, is he acting with tho ad- 


vice and consent of the council — as

HIGH AS_ ALPS 


Prof. Martin in Statement 
Tells Conditions Millions 


of Years Ago 


ONCE 
L O F T Y 
RIDGES 


Gradually Worn Down 
by 


Weather, Winds and Streams; 


.Peneplain Remains 


Mountains lofty as the Alps or Rock- 


ies once .pointed heavenward toward 
the skyn of Wisconsin. This w»u cen- 
turies and 
centuries ago, 
but Prof. 


Lawrence Martin for the University of 
Wisconsin and other geologists of Wis- 
consin .now have evidences 
of these 


mountains that once existed 
in this 


state. The high peaks were attacked 
by weather and storms which gradual- 
ly wore them down to low plains with 
occasional hills. 


Similar To Alps 


"Far back 
in the geological 
p»st, 


probably 2G to 100 million years ago," 
soys Prof. Mflrtin in a recent state- 
ment," Wisconsin was part of a moun- 
tainous region which covered all this] 
stats and much territory outside.

had peaks and ridges.similar to those 
in the Alps. 
We know this from a 


study of the rocks and topography of 
today.

"So remnants of rock folds reveal the 


fnct' that there were on<je lofty ridges 
and deep valleys in .northern Wiscon- 
sin. The typos of folds tell us.that the 
ridges were parts of a mountain range 
more like the Alps or Rockies than 
the Appalachians. 
The granites show 


that.erosion has cut down .to igneous 
rocks fluch as 
arc formed only 
by 


deep-seated cooling of molten .intru- 
sivcs, often beneath the arch of a lofty 
mountain 
range.

schists suggest the former presence of 
tremendous pressure 
and some heat. 


The trap rocks indicate that lava flows 
emerged at the surface

j "These lofty mountains were attacked. 
by weather, wind and streams, by solu:

being attacked today. They were grad- 
ually worr. down, till nothing remained 
but n low, unduktcd plain with occa- 
sional hills. This we call a peneplain. 
The destruction of the mountains took 
a long time, 
of course; 
but 'rime 


enough was available. The rivers car- 
ried sand and mud and dissolved min- 
eral matter from the mountains into 
the sea. 
There it was deposited as 


sandstone, shale, and limestone. 
The 


mountains were uplifted 
again 
and 


worn, down again, repeating this his- 
tory several times. • 


"Eventually Wisconsin and the adja- 


cent region sank beneath1 the ocean, 
probably remaining submerged for long 
ages. While it was sinking, the hills 
that rose above the surface of the 
peneplain may have been little islands 
in the sea for 
a short time. Waves 


may have beaten against their shores, 
making beaches. 
There seems to be 


r,o good reason .for doubting that the 
whole of Wisconsin 
was finally sub- 


merged. Subsequently it was uplifted 
nnd submerged several times. 


Million Years Aago 


"Fifteen million years or so ago this 


part of the United States was uplifted 
'for 'the last "time, nnd has since re- 
mained dry land. It was then a low 
plateau or plain similar to the coastal 
plain of Alabama or Texas. The pene- 
plain of the site of the ancient lofty 
mountains of Wiitconsin was complete- 
ly hidden beneath the limestones and 
sandstones. 
. "The .work of weather and streams 
recommenced, and continued till the 
state was fashioned 
into something 


similar to its present form, 
In the 


northern part of Wisconsin the worn 
<iown mountains have again been re- 
baled. 
Throughout the 
rest of the 


state they lie deep btfneath tho present 
surface. We know the visible portion 
of these w"orn-down, buried, and ex- 
humed mountains as the peneplain of 
the Lake Superior Highland, or within 
this state, as the Northern Highland 
c{ Wisconsin."

Mr. Ryan has signified his intention to see that the city's 
interests are protected, and his entry into the case will go far to 
insure a correct determination.

THE INCOME TAX 


R 


ESIDENTS pf the city of Madison, Dane county, the state 


of Wisconsin, in fact the -whole United States, have less 


than four weeks in which to file an income tax return to the Fed- 
eral government. The last day on which returns can be made to 


J5* 
the office of the Collector of Internal Revenue is March 1 next. 
It therefore behooves every citizen to be sure to make the return, 
and the sooner it is made the better for both the individual and 
the government. 


The most important thing for every person is to make cer- 


tain whether or not a return is required, and if such is the case 
to be sure that the report is made on time. A return is required 


' from every single person with a net income for the calendar year 


1917 of over $1,000 and from every married person living with 
wife or husband whose net income during that time has been in 
excess of $2,000. 


The next most important thing to do is to make a correct re- 


turn. If you areJn doubt about anything ask the Collector of 
Internal Revenue; who in this District is Burt Williams, or any 
one of his deputies, a score of whom are stationed at various 
cities in this internal revenue district. 


Make a correct return for two reasons, first for the reason 


that It is the patriotic thing to do at this time; and if this reason 
doesn't appeal to you do it to save yourself trouble in the future, 
for Uncle Sam has started out to impose an income tax, and it is 
going to be imposed and collected either at the time ii is due or j Sam, the new con

Kepressive 
measures instituted by the German government have taken 
the f omi of orders to the strikers to resume woi'k on pain of 
trial by court marital which will have power to impose the 
death sentence. 


Berlin has been one of the main centers of the strike 


movement and it has been admitted officially that 120,000 
workers were idle there, while unofficial estimates have run 
as high as 500,000. The German capitol was quiet Sunday, 
.according to semi-official ^statements received in Holland, 
virtually the only form in which news of the strike has been 
permitted to leave Germany. 


Another strike is reported to have broken out at Jena, 


' in the grand duchy of Saxe-Weimer. 
Authentic reports 


from other parts of Germany are lacking and the German 
newspapers irive iittle information conceiving actual hap- 
'peiihigs. ' Vorwaerts, the socialist organ, says that it is im- 
possiblo to give news because of the force of circumstances. 


A significant announcement is made semi-offieially in 


Berlin. It is that the foreign ministers of Austria and Ger- 
many and General von Ludendorff, chief quartermaster 
general; will meet today in Berlin. They will discuss econ- 
omic and political questions affecting the interests and ter-' 
ritories of the two countries, both of which have been 
troubled recently ,by strike outbreaks due to food difficul- 
ties and the peace negotiations with Russia.

American troops on the front in Lorraine have engaged 


the Germans in a heavy artillery duel. The enemy sub- 
jected the American trenches to a heavy fire. 
In replying, 


the American gunners did considerable damage to barbed 
wire entanglements and first line trenches. Little damage 
was done by the German fire. Two Americans were killed, 
nine were wounded and one suffered from shell shock during 
the bombardment. 


Raids at isolated points and artillery'bombardments in 


various sectors mark the operations on the other fronts in 
France and Italy. Fourteen enemy airplanes and one cap- 
tive balloon were brought down by entente aviators on the 
Italian front, while in northern France" British airmen ac- 
counted for ten German machines. 


Vigorous prosecution of the war until peace can be ob- 


tained "based on the principles of freedom, justice and re- 
spect for international law" has been decided upon by the 
supreme war council which has just completed its meeting 
at Versailles. The council found the speeches of Chancellor 
von Hertling and Count Czernin unfavorable. 


The supreme war council took steps toward a general 


military policy in all the main war theatres. The functions 
of the council were enlarged-and it was announced that it., 
arrived at a complete unanimity of policy and measures for- 
the prosecution of the war.

Heavy Mists Hang Over the 


American Sector; Extend 


Work to Wide Front 


[3y the Associated Press.] 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY._IN 


FRANCE, Sunday, Feb. 3.—American 
officers.arc elated over the results of 
the first artillery duel between Amci> 
ican and German gunners Saturday 
evening. 
In official reports 
to 
the 


headquarters of their organizations the . 
infantry commanders today paid tri-' 
buto to the promptness with which the 
artillery, responded to tho call for a 
barrage. 


Aeriol reconnaissances today showed 


that the American gunfire had had n 
very destructive 'effect. It will require 
several nights of hard work under ar- 
tillery fire for the Germans to repair 
the first line trenches caved in by the 
American 75's and to patch the gaps in 
the barbed wire. 


It is known that at least three enemy 


dugouts were demolished probably with 
some casualties. The damage done to 
tho American trenches will be repaired 
before tomorrow morning. 


In a regimental headquarters village 


shelled by the enemy many buildings 
were wrecked completely 
or in part, 


the debris being piled in tho streets. 
There were no casualties among the 
officers.

botnbardr.-cnt and 
officers and

sought s'.r.'ltsr in the dugouts. 
The 


bombardment of the headquarters vil- 
lage came at the end. of a period of 
shelling which had extended gradually 
along several kilometres of the front. 


The German artillery opened tlio en- 


gugement with a desultory bombard- 
ment, of the American trenches, iiring 
ninny shrapnel shells. In the midst of 
this a red rocket calling for a barrage 
ascended from the German first lines. 


Before the German artillery oould 


irespond the American 75's summoned 
into action by a signal from the first 
line, laid a curtain of fire along the 
enemy first lines. Then began the bat- 
tip of the gunners. • The increased in- 
tensity of the German fire was met im- 
mediately by the Americans .who not 
only showered shells 
on the original 


sector but quickly extended their ac- 
tivity to a wide front. 


Within twenty minutes the 75'e and 


larger pieces were booming all along 
the valley, the shelling finally spread- 
ing to a town in which regimental head- 
quarters was located. 


As darkness settled down the irons 


grew quiet. 


Heavy mists again overhung the Am- 


erican 
sector today. 
• Consequently 


there was artillery work and no aerial 
activity.
